A HOUSING developer has 
warned residents of newly-built 
flats that they may have been 
put at risk of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Due to concerns about gas leaks at Riverside 
Plaza in Hart Street, Maidstone, Barratt 
Homes has issued occupants with a precau¬ 
tionary letter. 

The letter told homeowners that they need¬ 
ed to urgently contact British Gas to have 
their central heating checked or face having 
their gas supply capped. 

A concerned resident contacted Yourmaidstone 
after receiving the letter which stated: “There is 
a risk that a defective flue system can lead to 
carbon monoxide (CO) fumes entering your 
home, which can be highly toxic and in certain 
circumstances can be fatal.” 

The alarmed tenant, who did not want to be 
named, said: “To hear that there are defective 
flats on the complex is not something you 
would expect. 

“It’s concerning because we moved in during 
February this year and had the central heat¬ 
ing on. To think that we could have not woken 
up one morning is a scary thought.” 

The male resident, who lives with a flatmate, 
added: ‘You would have thought that newly- 
built flats would have been thoroughly 
checked and sorted out before they allowed 
people to move in. 

“Considering the flats sell for roughly 
£180,000 you wouldn’t expect there to be a 
problem with anything.”

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Jail for posing 
as millionaire 
businessman

A BROKE barman who 
used the internet in his bed¬ 
room to pose as a wealthy 
mogul and fraudulently 
purchase racehorses worth 
more than £5 million has 
been jailed for three years. 

Michael Baker, 28, from Pilgrims 
Way in Hollingbourne, pleaded 
guilty to four offences of fraud by 
false representation when buying 
four valuable horses. 

He also admitted attempting to 
dishonestly obtain property - a 
£45,000 racehorse - and fraudulent 
trading. 

Baker, described as a penniless 
“fantasist”, was sentenced to three 
years in prison after a hearing at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Monday. 
He must serve at least half the jail 
term. 

In sentencing Judge David 
Griffith-Jones QC accepted Baker 
suffered from a personality disorder 
and was not seeking to make finan¬ 
cial gain. 

But he said: “These were calculat¬ 
ed frauds, some extending over a sig¬ 
nificant period of time, involving sig¬ 
nificant degrees of subterfuge.” 

Deceptions 

Defence counsel Sandesh Singh 
said Baker had suffered from a per¬ 
sonality disorder since 2002 and 
committed the deceptions out of 
“a desire to be valued, liked and 
wanted”. 

The court heard the barman had 
taken on the lease of the White 
Horse Inn in Sandway, near 
Maidstone, in January 2005. 

He commissioned a £130,000 
refurbishment, which was carried 
out by a local builder who was never 
paid for the work. 

Baker’s company went into admin¬ 
istration in July 2006 with debts of 
£214,000. 

The broke barman started to dab¬ 
ble in the high stakes world of horse-

racing after moving back into his 
parents’ home. 

Operating from his bedroom, 
Baker convinced Charlie Gordon- 
Watson - whose usual customers 
also include a string of Saudi Princes 
- that he was a “high roller” in the 
racing world. 

Contacting his supposed “clients” 
only by telephone, e-mail and text 
message from his bedroom, he posed 
as a multi-millionaire. 

As his appetite for bigger and big¬ 
ger deals grew he tried to buy £13 
million worth of racehorses from a 
leading American dealer. 

Legendary trainer Henry Cecil, the 
man behind 70 Royal Ascot winners, 
was also tricked into buying a horse 
on Baker's behalf, believing he was a 
rich client. 

But, while the deals he struck with 
his victims amounted to tens of mil¬ 
lions of pounds, police say there was 
no suggestion he would ever get his 
hands on the horses, yachts and 
property he attempted to buy. 


Car franchises to 
close as trading 
is unprofitable 

MAJOR car dealership Dutton 
Forshaw is cutting 60 jobs after clos¬ 
ing several of its franchises, it was 
reported yesterday. 

Lookers Pic, owners of the 
Maidstone-based dealership, have 
released a statement confirming 
Skoda, Chevrolet and the trades 
department, will cease trading at the 
end of October. 

Citroen will also be sold to new 
operators and moved to a new site in 
the town from November 1. 

However, Mercedes Benz and 
Smart will not be affected by the 
changes, instead the owners are look¬ 
ing to improve and redevelop that 
part of the dealership. 

The closures come after a review 
undertaken by Lookers to improve 
the site, which found the named fran¬ 
chises had not traded profitably for 
some time. 

In a statement Lookers told 
Yourmaidstone: “It is with sincere 
regret that the company is taking 
actions to close elements of the 
Maidstone business. 

“However, the actions taken will 
secure ongoing employment for all 
staff within the Mercedes, Smart and 
body-shop business, offering state-of- 
the art facilities to our customers.” 

Lookers Pic, who purchased the 
Dutton Forshaw site in October 2007 
for a reported £60 million, have said 
they will contact customers in respect 
of ongoing after-sales arrangements. 

Bail granted to driver 
in death crash case 

A 19-YEAR-old woman has been 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving following 
a car crash which claimed the life of a 
schoolgirl. 

Samantha Cundall, 16, from Tovil, 
was a back seat passenger in a Ford 
Fiesta which careered off St Michael’s 
Close in Aylesford and collided with a 
skip in May this year. 

The New Line Learning Academy 
pupil suffered multiple serious 
injuries and lost her fight for life at 
Maidstone Hospital the following day. 

After the fatal car crash in May, 
Miss CundaU’s former headteacher 
Jenny Usher told Yourmaidstone: 
“She was a lovely girl, bubbly and 
bright. 

“Sam was somebody who was 
always willing to give a helping hand. 
I watched her about a year ago put¬ 
ting together hampers for our OAP’s 
party and she stayed after school to 
help.” 

The woman arrested has been rel¬ 
eased on bail to return to Maidstone 
police station on November 4 to allow 
for further investigation.

Barratt Homes assured residents 
in the letter that the heating sys¬ 
tem was installed and commis¬ 
sioned by an independent CORGI 
registered engineer and therefore 
would have been legally checked 
and certified. 

A spokesman for the developer 
said: “After detailed discussions with 
the Health and Safety Executive, 
as a precautionary measure we 
engaged British Gas to conduct 
quality assured checks of the heat¬ 


ing installation at Riverside Plaza.” 

“Even though all the work had 
been carried out and certificated by 
an independent CORGI-registered 
sub-contractor, it was identified 
that an installation in one home 
was not in compliance with manu¬ 
facturers’ instructions. 

“As a precautionary measure, we 
are now contacting all residents 
to arrange inspections of their 
installations. 

“Carbon monoxide alarms are 
being installed for peace of mind 


and we anticipate all checks being 
completed as quickly as possible.” 

A British Gas spokesman said: 
“We have been asked to visit the 
affected flats to check their sys¬ 
tems, but this is absolutely not a 
British Gas problem and is entirely 
a Barratt Homes issue. 

“If people smell or suspect a gas 
leak they should call gas emergency 
on 0800 111 999.” 

The spokesman stressed that 
British Gas did not fit the central 
heating systems at Riverside Plaza.

How £5m will help us be 
a proud county town 

COUNCILLORS have revealed how they 
will spend the £5 million given to them by 
central government to help the town grow. 

The cabinet decided that the town centre, 
All Saints Link Road and the former Leeds 
Langley by pass will all benefit from the 
cash over the next three years. 

Leader of the Council, Chris Garland said 
“We have agreed plans and funding to pro¬ 
duce a county town that we can be proud of. 

“Maidstone will be a county town in name 
and reality.” 

The All Saints Link Road will have a 
pedestrian heritage quarter joining together 
the Archbishops Palace, the Tyrwitt Drake 
Carriage Museum and All Saints Church. 
The aim of the scheme is also to calm traffic 
in the Lower Stone Street and allow people 
easier access to historic buildings. 

The South East Maidstone Strategic Link 
will have improvements to the road layout 
from Leeds to Langley, which will ease traf¬ 
fic in the area south of the town. 

Cllr Garland said: “These are really excit¬ 
ing projects. The road schemes will reduce 
congestion and air pollution.” 

Beginning next year more than £2 million 
will be spent starting next year. 

Mr Garland added ‘We will be launching 
a design competition to put a real wow fac¬ 
tor with some pedestrianisation, new 
paving, lighting, planting and art work.” 

The council claimed the first £1.8million 
of the growth point grant back in April. 
£1.3million was spent on the council’s work 
depot move, £140,000 was spent on new 
play areas, tennis court refurbishments and 
a teen shelter at South Park, Armstrong 
Road in Maidstone. A further £330,000 was 
spent on plans to improve traffic and 
reduce pollution. 


Lucky Jim fells of his 
life as one of 'The Few'

THE sound of a Spitfire engine 
stirs mixed memories for 91-year- 
old Jimmy Corbin because it 
reminds him of when he lived life 
on the edge. 

For Jimmy is one of the band of pilots 
Winston Churchill dubbed 'The Few’ - the 
men who won the Battle of Britain. 

The former Sergeant pilot is unique as he’s 
the last survivor of ten young men who put 
down their innermost impressions of those 
hectic days. 

When Ten Fighter Boys came out in 1942 it 
was an instant success. But by then five of the 
authors were dead. 

Last year he wrote his own autobiography 
and when that was a success the original 
book was reprinted with Jimmy writing 
the foreword. 

During his operational career from August 
1940 to mid 1943 the former schoolmaster was 
credited with at least five enemy aircraft earn¬ 
ing a commission and a Distinguished Flying 
Cross on the way. 

But in August 1940 he was a ‘sprog’ 
Sergeant pilot with just 29-hours experience 
in a Spitfire. 

Amazingly, at the age of 23, he was the 
second oldest pilot on 66 Squadron. 

Before arriving, the only time he had fired 
his guns was at a sandbank in the middle of 
the Dee Estuary near Chester. 

When he arrived at RAF Kenley his com¬ 
manding officer, Squadron Leader Rupert 
Leigh, was appalled and rapidly posted him to 
a quieter sector in the North of England. 

Jimmy said: ‘When I returned to the South 
East a few weeks later half the pilots were 
dead or seriously wounded.” 

Then 66 Squadron was based at a flying club 
near Gravesend. Leigh had gone to be 
replaced by Squadron Leader Athol Forbes. 

It was his idea to write the book. 

Jimmy said: “Squadron Leader Forbes 
wanted to be a writer after the war so he 


got a few of us to write down our experiences.” 

Although the RAF had blunted the 
German attacks, the Luftwaffe kept coming 
and 66 Squadron were flying more than four 
sorties a day. 

Jimmy said: “I got away with it because I 
was lucky. You could be in the mess having a 
drink with somebody and 20 minutes later he 
could be dead. You didn’t dwell on it.” 

Kent-born Jimmy has no idea whether he 
hit anything during his early dogfights over 
his home county. 

He said: “One minute you could be in the 
middle of a massive dog fight and the next you 
could be alone. When that happened the 
smartest thing to do was bugger off home 
because you were easy meat.” 

“Some years later I got a letter from Canada 
from one of the aircrew. His aircraft had 
smashed into the sea and he was the only one 
who got out. 

“He got into a dinghy and drifted to a beach in 
Devon where he was picked up by the local 
policeman. He contacted me because I was the 
only pilot who attacked a Heinkel that day.” 


The book dispels the myth that the Battle 
was won by a group of public school boys. 

Jimmy had taught near his home in 
Maidstone before joining the RAF Volunteer 
Reserve where he learned to fly. 

As a group the fought hard and they partied 
hard because the next day any one of them 
could be dead. In 66 Squadron there were no 
distinctions between the Sergeant pilots and 
the officers. 

After the war he went back to being a school¬ 
master in his home town retiring in 1980. 

He said: 'We got away with it through a mix¬ 
ture of flying ability, luck and self-preserva- 
tion.You don’t get that experience cheaply.” 

Jimmy wrote down his memories in Last 
of the Ten Fighter Boys after his son got him 
to do it. 

He said: “I had a lovely lady editor who came 
over and recorded my thoughts into a tape 
recorder. The book was a success so Ten 
Fighter Boys was released.”

A WAR veteran has become the only 
Englishman to receive an honorary award 
for his 40 years service in the Canadian 
Airforce.

Mr Baker was invited to join the Canadian 
Air Force as wing-man, also known as wing 
commander in British regiments, and fought

During his time he has flown more than 
five thousand horn's for the Dakota’s, RAF 
and the Air Training Course. 

He now helps run a home-away-from-home 
for visiting Canadian Air Force members, 
within the Weald of Kent. 

The proud Englishman’s Ad Astra will be 


kept at the Canadian Airforce Memorial 
Museum in Trenton, Ontario in Canada, 
alongside all the other honourees’ awards. 

Mr Baker said “It is a great honour to 
receive this award. At first I didn’t want to 
accept it as my wing was a team effort, but 
they could only put one name on the award. 

“I am going to dedicate it to all the wives 
and families who have put up with such a lot 
and the staff at the Weald of Kent. ”

Bursaries to he|p 
gifted youngsters

GOVERNORS have set aside £1 
million to give children from low 
income families a public school 
education. 

Sutton Valence School in Chart Sutton has 
launched a new initiative to offer a range of 
sixth form bursaries and scholarships which 
could cover up to 100 per cent of a student’s 
fees. One in three of the 530 pupils currently 
studying at the school are already on a schol¬ 
arship or bursary. 

Bursaries are awarded to children who 
meet the school’s entry test requirements, 
but whose parents can not afford the costs. 

Whereas academically gifted children are 
offered scholarships, as are those who excel is 
sport, music, drama, art and design technol¬ 
ogy, which covers up to 20 per cent of the fees. 

This scheme is the first time the school has 
been able to set such a large amount of 
money aside to cover a pupil’s education, 
which costs £5,260 a term. 

Each pupil accepted will have a personal 
tutor and a head of year, who will monitor 
their academic progress and wellbeing. 

The school’s extra-curricular programme, 
which aims to encourage individuals to reach 
their full potential, boasts 40 activities for 
students to choose from and cater for all 
interests. 

The school, like the government and 
Charity Commission, hopes this initiative 
will make independent schools become more 
accessible to the community. 

Headmaster Joe Davies said: “Many par¬ 
ents may think an independent school educa¬ 
tion is out of reach for their children. 

“We have always offered bursaries and 
scholarships, but now we are extending the

range, in particular to those pupils who have 
done their GCSEs and want to look at other 
options for sixth form and A levels. Our aim 
is to broaden the intake of pupils who will 
make a real contribution to the school.” 

Previous pupils have achieved A level and 
GCSE pass rates and grades that are compa¬ 
rable to grammar schools. Over 90 percent of 
the school’s students have continued on to 
the university of their choice. 

The school is riding a high at the moment 
after recently securing planning approval to 
build a state-of-the-art floodlit athletics 
track, which will strengthen its bid to become 
a pre-Olympics training camp for several 
sports. 

Earlier in the year Dame Judi Dench 
opened their £1.7million performing arts 
centre and Olympic swimmer Karen 
Pickering opened their new £2.5million 
swimming pool last week.

WHEN Come Dancing finished in 
1995, could anyone have foreseen 
that nine years later the re-inven¬ 
tion of the show would become the 
phenomenon that is Strictly Come 
Dancing? 

Minus the metres of tulle and fixed smiles of 
the original series, the new format keeps the 
competition element between professionals 
but had the foresight to include celebrities, 
tapping into the glossy magazine culture of 
the new decade. 

It retains the music and dance element for 
older viewers, and hooks the younger females 
- you can never lust over too many sparkly 
frocks, can you? 

The aim was to make it accessible to the 
prime-time Saturday night audience, which,

Drug industry must 
stop unethical action 

National campaign group Animal 
Aid is calling on the Government to 
crack down on drug industry 
practices that put profits first. 


In a major new report, entitled 
Making a Killing: How drug 
company greed harms people and 
animals, we expose a catalogue of 
unethical practices - beginning with 
misleading animal tests - that are 
designed to drive up drug sales, 
which already cost the NHS £1 
billion per year. 

The public’s health also suffers: in 
2006, a milli on people were 
hospitalised in Britain due to 
adverse drug reactions. 

Some of the dishonest and 
unethical practices revealed include: 
employing unreliable animal tests to 
make drug products look safe; 
suppressing negative clinical trial 
results; manipulating doctors with 
handsome consultancy fees; and 
exploiting health fears through 
advertising campaigns that pose as 
‘disease awareness’ initiatives. 

Animal Aid believes ‘Big Pharma’ 
must be reined in so it serves the 
public as well as itself.

Charity aims to help 
you eat healthily 

To coincide with British Food 
Fortnight, which starts on Monday, I 
am writing to let your readers know 
that World Cancer Research Fund 
(WCRF) has created healthy recipes 
for traditional British meals. 

WCRF has developed a traditional 
British meals cookbook to promote 
cancer prevention and encourage 
people to eat local produce.

favourite comfort foods into a feast 
without guilt. If you want to bring 
these healthy ideas to your dinner 
table, call 020 73434205.

Straight from our cookbook, I have 
some simple tips to make traditional 
dishes healthier. For tasty sweet 
chips, try swapping white potatoes 
for sweet potatoes, which are packed 
with beta-carotene. Scientific 
research has shown that foods 
containing beta-carotene probably 
protect against oesophageal cancer. 

Because food absorbs fat through 
the surface, you will lower the 
amount of fat in your chips if you 
cut them thick. Foods high in fat are 
high in calories too, and that makes 
it easy to eat more than you need. 

If that happens, you gain weight 
and could become overweight. There 
is convincing scientific evidence that 
body fat is a cause of six types of 
cancer, including bowel cancer and 
post menopausal breast cancer. 

Vegetable Cumberland pie is a 
tasty alternative to a meat pie. 
Research shows that eating a diet 
rich in plant foods including 
wholegrains, fruits and vegetables 
probably reduces cancer risk. Eating 
too much red meat increases risk of 
bowel cancer - WCRF advises not 
more than 500g (cooked weight) 
each week. 

For the perfect meal finale, pick 
apple and apricot crumble. Apples 
are a delicious treat, but why not try 
adding plums and blackberries for 
more fruit toward your five a day? 
Or some pumpkin seeds and 
crushed cashews on top for a 
healthy crunch?

Life is sweet 
in the nave 


Dramatic setting for new Festival play 


A HISTORIC event in the¬ 
atre will be taking place at 
Canterbury Cathedral’s 
Nave next week with the 
staging of a new play, Dallas 
Sweetman. 

The play will make its world pre¬ 
miere in the stunning setting, the 
result of a unique collaboration and a 
desire to revive a cherished old tradi¬ 
tion. Canterbury Cathedral and 
Canterbury Festival commissioned 
the piece with London-based theatre 
company Paines Plough, resulting in 
this new play by acclaimed Irish 
writer Sebastian Barry. 

Back in the late 1920s the Friends 
of the Cathedral started the 
Canterbury Festival to host an annu¬ 
al series of plays by leading play¬ 
wrights of the time. TS Eliot’s famous 
Murder in the Cathedral was pre¬ 
miered in the Chapter House in 1935 
and remains the benchmark for 
these productions. It is hoped that 
the new play for 2008 will breathe 
new life into that tradition, while 
making its own mark on 21st centu¬ 
ry theatre. 


The process began when the Dean 
& Chapter approached the organis¬ 
ers of Canterbury Festival with the 
idea to produce a new play in 2006. 
After a lot of research a partnership 
was formed with Paines Plough, a 
theatre company specialising in the 
commissioning and development of 
new writing. With the company on 
board, the hunt was on to find some¬ 
one who could write a very special 
play. Organisers were looking for a 
story that could have relevance to the 
cathedral setting but also captivate a 
contemporary audience. 

Relation 

Drawing on his own ancestry for 
inspiration, Sebastian Barry has cre¬ 
ated a tale about love and death, des¬ 
olation, jealousy and miraculous 
events. Dallas Sweetman is based on 
a distant relation of Barry’s and sees 
the titular character arriving at 
Canterbury Cathedral on a pilgrim¬ 
age in the early 1600s. In a time 
when Catholicism and Protestantism 
divided loyalties, Dallas pours out his 
tale to the audience - his judges’ - in 
the hope of justifying his actions. But 
can his story of pirates, kidnap and 


drama be believed and can he be for¬ 
given? 

Since writing the play, Barry has 
been short-listed for the prestigious 
Man Booker Prize for Fiction for his 
latest novel The Secret Scripture. 

A series of special talks will allow 
audience members to gain a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into how the production 
has been created. There will be a 
chance to hear Barry talk about his 
work, as well as the director, cast, 
music composer and designers. The 
talks are free for ticket holders and 
will mostly be held in The 
International Study Centre in the 
Cathedral Precincts. Full details are 
at www.canterburyfestival.co.uk.

The trio, alongside new guitarist Jonas 
Jalhay, formerly of Lady Sovereign, have 
adopted the name Them Is Me and will be 
playing the Tap ‘n’ Tin in Chatham on 
Saturday night. 

Gary said he needed the two-year hiatus 
between the end of Reef and the beginning of 
Them Is Me. 

He said: “For ten years we had the best 
laugh with Reef. I was 20 when I started, and 
the whole thing was just amazing, but the last 
18 months were not so great - it was getting 
like real hard work. 


“And I thought, ‘you know what, this is not 
what I’m in a rock and roll band for, let’s walk 
away from this’. 

“Reef had been such a democracy, so for two 
years I was lost with myself for company in a 
puff of green smoke. 

“But little by little I’d find myself humming 
a song and before I knew it I had the 
dictaphone out.” 

Gary added that recording Them Is Me’s 
debut album and hitting the road had been a 
simple process, saying: “Everything just seems 
to have worked out really easily and that’s 
exactly how I remember Reef being. 

“I’m so stoked to still be involved with music. 
It took two years of messing about to realise 
just how important music is to me.”

SETH Rogen is slowly 
but surely conquering 
Hollywood - with a little 
help from his friends. 

The stand-up comedian turned 
movie star had his first lead role 
in last year’s Knocked Up, written 
and directed by his mentor, Judd 
Apatow. 

He followed that with his own 
film, Superbad, co-written with 
schoolmate Evan Goldberg. 

Pineapple Express, his latest 
collaboration with Evan and 
Judd, recently raked in $40 mil¬ 
lion in its first five days at the US 
box office - almost twice its $27m 
budget - and it looks set to do just 
as well over here. 

Not bad for a regular-looking 
26-year-old who started out 
telling jokes at bar mitzvahs. 

“I had no money when I was 
younger and in high school all my 
friends had jobs and I had no job. 
I just did stand up,” the fuzzy- 
haired actor explains in his dis¬ 
tinctive bear-like growl. 

“I started realising I had to treat 
this like a job, so I did a few bar 
mitzvahs and they paid me 150 
bucks or something like that. 

“I actually ran into someone 
recently, they came up to me and 
said, ‘I was at a bar mitzvah that 
you did stand-up comedy at’. It 
was so embarrassing!” he chuck¬ 
les. 

The way Seth tells it, his teens 
were like something out of one of 
his films. At 15 he was spotted by 
a mohel - the man who circumcis¬ 
es Jewish boys - who hired him to 
write Icebreaker’jokes. 

“They were all like bad haircuts 
jokes like, ‘So, a little off the top?”’ 
he sniggers. 

“He wanted jokes because 
everyone is a little on edge, a few 
icebreakers, just something.

Seth plays Dale Denton, a 
process server (someone who 
serves legal documents) and self- 
confessed loser, who is dating a 
high school girl and spends all 
day smoking marijuana. 

He has a businesslike relation¬ 



ship with his dealer, Saul Silver 
(James Franco), but the two are 
thrown together when Dale wit¬ 
nesses a drug lord and a bent cop 
commit a murder - and acciden¬ 
tally drops the butt of a rare 
Pineapple Express joint at the 
scene. 

Knowing the dangerous drug 
lord will work out who he is, Dale 
and Saul go on the run - and 
embark on an unlikely friendship. 

Emotional male bonding is a 
signature trait of Seth and Evan’s 
films and something they find 
hilarious. 

“Those are the relationships 
that just seem funny to us, just 
two guys working stuff out,” Seth 
says, laughing again. 

“Our group of friends back home 
was really callous, then I moved to 
LA and became friends with all 
these actors and all they want to 
talk about is how they feel and 
how hurt they are emotionally. 

“We were like, We can’t talk to 
these people like we talk to our 
normal friends, because we’ll hurt 
their feelings’,” he laughs. 

“I honestly think that was the 
basis for our films, hurting other 
guys’ feelings and having to apol¬ 
ogise to them, and our own trou¬ 
ble navigating that.”

Bringing those fjords into focus 



HIGH AND MIGHTY: There's no shortage of spectacular scenery on offer in Norway

THREADING our way through 
dozens of islands off the west coast 
of Norway it was difficult to believe 
we were on a ferry from England 
and not some luxurious 
Scandinavian cruise. 

On the DFDS route from Newcastle to 
Bergen, the voyage is very much a part of the 
holiday. Norway is known for its outstanding 
scenery - and high prices. But once visited, it 
draws you back again and again. 

With that in mind, and for our fourth visit in 
30 years, we booked a contrasting two-centre 
holiday, sampling first a wood cabin high in 
the mountains and then a city centre hotel in 
Bergen. 

Sailing on the Queen of Scandinavia, the 26- 
hour journey went almost too quickly thanks 
to a comfy cabin, a good choice of restaurants 
and bars, entertainment and films. 

We arrived at Bergen - Norway’s second 
largest city with a population of just 242,000 
and gateway to the fjords - feeling relaxed. 

On an excellent road, we plunged into tunnel 
after tunnel, hewn through rough rock, and as 
we climbed higher into the mountains, we 
passed raging rivers and dozens of waterfalls, 
with white and red-coloured cabins clustered 
around lakes large and small. 

After collecting our keys and bedding, we 
turned into a gated private road to reach at 
our cabin, high in the Kvamskogen mountains 
- an area popular with skiers in winter and 


walkers in summer. The cabin had every mod¬ 
em comfort, including satellite TV, DVD play¬ 
er and underfloor heating. The huge outside 
deck commanded dramatic views of the sur¬ 
rounding summits - some snow-capped even 
in August - and a large lake below. The peace 
and quiet, broken only by the occasional tin¬ 
kling of bells on wandering sheep, was intense. 

The nearest town, Norheimsund, had good 
supermarkets, and yes, we found almost 
everything much more expensive than in 
England. 

After a week in the mountains it was time 
for the bustle of city life in Bergen. Staying at 
the comfortable Thon Hotel Rosenkrantz, on 
the historic Bryggen waterfront, we were ide¬ 


ally placed to explore its charms. We took a 
harbour cmise and were able to walk to many 
of the city’s attractions, such as the aquarium 
and art galleries. 

A cable car to the peak of Mount Ulriken - 
at 642 metres the highest of the seven moun¬ 
tains surrounding the city - offers views out to 
sea and inland. But on the day we went up, 
mist and cloud obscured most of the horizon. 

We had better luck with the Floibanen, a 
funicular railway which takes you from the 
heart of the city to the top of the 320-metre 
Mount Floyen, where viewing platforms give 
expansive views. 

All too soon our holiday was over, but we still 
had the return journey to look forward to.

Nationwide is 
merging with 
smaller rivals 

NATIONWIDE Building Society, which 
has branches across the county, is to 
merge with the Derbyshire and 
Cheshire Building Societies. 

The UK’s largest building society will 
acquire its two rivals through separate 
transactions, in a move it says it has 
undertaken to ensure the viability of the 
mutual sector in the UK 

The decisions were described by 
Nationwide as “prudent and pre-emp¬ 
tive”, following the identification of 
“financial issues” faced by the smaller 
societies. 

Smaller societies have come under 
pressure in recent months to consolidate 
positions, as the liquidity crisis reduces 
the availability of wholesale finance. 

The move is in the “best interests” of 
the savers and borrowers of both small¬ 
er societies, said Graham Beale, 
Nationwide’s chief executive. 

“The core member businesses of both 
societies are in good shape and have a 
better future as part of a larger organi¬ 
sation,” he said. 

Landlords can tailor 
interiors to tenants 

THE Residential Landlords’ Association 
is advising buy-to-let investors to check 
the interiors of their properties in order 
to ensure they can get the best deal 
when it comes to tenants. 

RLA director Alan Ward says thought 
should be given to interiors to ensure the 
decor and fittings appeal to the kind of 
person the landlord is seeking to attract. 

Furnished apartments are usually 
best for students or young singles, while 
couples and those looking for long-term 
leases are more likely to wish to put 
their own stamp on homes. 

Young professionals sharing a house 
may be looking for two bathrooms. 

The local market should also be 
researched before deciding whether to 
let a property fully or partly furnished. 

A well presented property is easier to 
let and more likely to give a choice of ten¬ 
ants. It is important to research the cho¬ 
sen tenant group and review whether a 
property will meet expectations. 

Landlords need to be increasingly 
aware about marketing, according to 
RICS, because instructions for lettings 
are on the rise. 


MORTGAGE buyers have received 
a boost with lenders setting off a 
rate war to attract the best cus¬ 
tomers. 

Of the 12 leading lenders, nine have now cut 
their headline interest rates on two and three- 
year fixed-rate deals in the last two weeks 
alone, according to research from 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

Halifax - the UK’s largest mortgage lender - 
led the way with cuts of 0.95 per cent, bringing 
the cost of the cheapest two-year deal down to 
4.89 per cent.

However, the deal comes with a maximum 
loan-to-value (LTV) ratio of 25 per cent and a 
fee of 2.5 per cent. 

Lloyds TSB is also offering a rate below five 
per cent. Following cuts of 0.5 per cent over the 
last two weeks, the bank now has a deal at 
4.99 per cent, with a similar LTV and fee 
structure to Halifax. 

Cuts of 0.2 and 0.25 per cent respectively 
have seen Britannia and Abbey take rates on 
a two-year fixed-rate deal to 5.44 and 5.54 per 
cent. However, Abbey has a maximum LTV of 


70 per cent on the cheapest deals. 

“We are in the midst of a mortgage crisis, yet 
three-quarters of the nation’s biggest lenders 
have recently slashed rates on deals,” said 
Louise Cuming, head of mortgages at 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

“For such a significant proportion of mort¬ 
gage providers to drop their rates underlines 
an industry-wide recognition that rates were 
too high. 

“This is good for borrowers who can take 
heart in some positive news - a rarity during 
the credit crisis. 

“I am also pleased see lenders making a real 
effort to make borrowing more affordable.”

Buyers keen to Czech 
out new Skoda Superb 


SKODA aims to put ‘Superb’ back into 
its reputation. The Czech marque made 
its name and the original Superb models 
before World War Two, as pre-commu¬ 
nist Czechoslovakia’s equivalent of 
Rolls-Royce. 

Guests at Skoda dealers’ new Superb 
launch nights this week will find out 
whether such quality and style is back. 

The new car (from £15,490) will be 
ridiculously cheap like its immediate 
predecessor though, for an executive 
class model. 

As usual, Skoda’s spec levels will be 
embarrassingly generous too. 



Peugeot's new surfers' 
option on the Tepee 

PEUGEOT has followed up the success¬ 
ful Partner Combi family holdall. 

The Partner Tepee is based on the 
Peugeot 308 car rather than a van 
though. Costing from £11,215, it seats 
up to five, has sliding rear side 
doors and majors on storage, removable 
seating and versatility - there is even an 
optional internal roof rack designed to 
take surfboards. 

An alternative Zenith multi-purpose 
roof option adds 80 litres of extra storage 
beneath the high roof plus four large 
glazed panels for extra cabin airiness. 



Proton launch dual fuel 
saver challenge on Ford 

PROTON has launched a ‘same price’ 
dual fuel’ 1.6-litre GEN-2 Ford Focus 
challenger. The ‘ecoLogic’ GEN-2 beats 
the credit crunch and high road tax and 
fuel costs by automatically switching 
from its petrol tank to run largely on cut- 
price LPG (liquefied petroleum gas). 

LPG currently costs 58p/litre, but an 
aftermarket conversion costs £1,500- 
£2,000; the factory-fitted installation on 
the ecoLogic GEN-2 is available for 
£10,995 in hatchback or £10,795 in 
saloon form.

SOME car makers trumpet 
hybrids, others spout the contro¬ 
versial eco-merits of bio-power. 

There is also hydrogen, but that is a way off 
yet. 

Then there’s ‘a nip here, a tuck there’, an 
approach that has landed many awards for 
the BMW 118d and the German marque’s 
‘EfficientDynamics’ technology fitted to most 
of its cars. 

The BMW package uses energy otherwise 
lost in braking to recharge the battery, mostly 
sidelining the engine-sapping alternator. 

Emissions and demands on power and fuel 
are also reduced by electric power steering and 
‘Start-Stop’; the engine stops when the car sits 
in neutral and restarts when the clutch is 
depressed. 

Furthermore, a gearshift change indicator 
encourages economical motoring. 

All of which enables the three/five-door 118d to 
record 62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 119g/km, putting it into road 
tax band-B (£35/year) and London Congestion 
Charge exempt under proposed revisions.

could actually take out a three-year PCP 
(Personal Contract Purchase plan) on a 118d 
and run it for free from congestion charge and 
fuel savings. 

We borrowed one from Broad Oak BMW of 
Ashford and Canterbury, which confirms a 
hefty take-up for the greener 1-Series. An all- 
white paint job made it hard to dish the dirt on 
our eco-paragon, three-door hatch sample, 
other than to remind myself that I still don’t 
like the styling. However, the car feels well 
constructed and, of course, handles beautifully 
in the ‘BeeEm’ tradition thanks to its front 
engine/rear drive balance. 

Liberated by EfficientDynamics, the 2.0-litre 
engine - the nomenclature suggests 1.8, but it 
is actually l,995cc - has punch if you want to 
drive it hard. That electric steering is also pre¬ 
cise with good feedback, unlike some. 

On the other hand, the engine and smooth 
six-speed ‘box allow quiet and frugal cruising. 

The rear is not the most spacious and access 
could be better, even in the five-door. Run-flat 
tyres also dictate an unforgiving ride, though 
losing the spare saves weight and returns 
space lost to the car’s rear transmission.

THE Health and Safety Executive (HSE) is 
urging companies to provide full safety 
equipment to employees working at height, 
following the prosecution of a Hampshire 
company last week. 

Profile Construction and Interiors plead¬ 
ed guilty at Basingstoke magistrates’ court 
and was fined £234, plus £200 costs and a 
victim surcharge of £15, for breaching reg¬ 
ulation 9(2) of the Work at Height 
Regulations 2005. 

It comes after an incident last August 
when an employee fell three and a half 
metres through a fragile roof and suffered a 
broken collarbone, fractured ribs and a frac¬ 
tured skull in three places. 

He was standing on two crawling boards 
Profile Construction and Interiors had pro¬ 
vided. 

However, the boards were an insufficient 
platform to work on, and no coverings or 
guard-rails had been provided.

ADD to the pressures 
of modern office life

ITS spreading from the blackboard jun¬ 
gle to the e-mail jungle - Attention 
Deficit Disorder (ADD) has migrated 
from the classroom to the office. 

Office workers may not have heard of it but, accord¬ 
ing to Officebroker.com, which claims to work with 98 
per cent of the UK’s serviced office space providers and 
landlords, it’s “one of the most alarming threats to pro¬ 
ductivity modem businesses face”. 

And it warns Kent firms it could well be here to stay, 
so has joined forces with leading stress consultant Ros 
Coleman to investigate if office ADD is unavoidable or 
if it can be sorted out by taking correct measures. 

Office ADD was coined last year by American psychi¬ 
atrist Dr Ned Hallowell, who noticed office workers 
with ADD symptoms - it’s a neuro-behavioural condi¬ 
tion, well known to teachers, which usually develops in 
childhood and is prevalent in one to three per cent of 
the world’s population. 

Symptoms include a poor eye for detail, forgetful¬ 
ness, short attention span, listening problems, an 
inability to follow simple instmctions, poor organisa¬ 
tional skills, avoidance of tasks involving mental effort 
and the loss of important information. 

Breaking point 

Officebroker.com managing director Jim Venables 
said: “Everyone has a breaking point when put under 
a lot of stress. When this point is crossed we break 
down and our attention diminishes. 

“The good news is that there are measures business¬ 
es can take to help employees regain control of their 
lives and manage their workloads.” 

Ms Coleman, a member and former vice-chairwoman 
of the International Stress Management Association 
(UK), said: “Office ADD appearing more prevalent 
today could be because of the incredible advances in 
technology we have had to adapt to. 

“On the up side, it is fantastic that we now have 
access to virtually any information immediately. On 
the down side, employers expect information immedi¬ 
ately, often to unrealistic deadlines. 

“As the pressure increases, the effect it is having on 
individuals is taking its toll. In the UK, one in six peo¬ 
ple report their jobs to be either very or extremely 
stressful and work-related stress accounts for one- 
third of all new incidents of ill-health. 



“This includes mild to severe mental 
and physical health problems, emotional 
exhaustion and burnout. 

“This cause-and-effect situation is what 
psychiatrists in the United States are now 
labelling Office ADD. Governments and 
employers should be taking it very seri¬ 
ously.” 

She advises office staff to: prioritise 
daily workloads; set aside time to go 
through e-mails each day; respond to new 
e-mails immediately; if your body is telling 
to stop don’t ignore it; take regular breaks, 


leave your desk and drink plenty of fluids, 
and most important of all, communicate 
with your boss and with your colleagues. 

Mr Venables added: “Communication is 
the key to overcoming this problem. It is 
important for organisations to look for 
symptoms of Office ADD among their 
employees. 

“At least if you know the problem you 
can offer to help. We are all human and 
there should be no shame for individuals 
to admit they are struggling. A chain is 
only as strong as its weakest link.”

GRANT Flower once again proved the 
scourge of Kent as the Zimbabwean hit an 
unbeaten 68 to deny the Spitfires promotion 
in Division Two of the Pro40, writes Glenn 
Pearson, 

After helping Essex to a five-wicket win 
against Kent in the Friends Provident 
Trophy at Lord’s last month, Flower once 
again proved the difference to help his side 
win the crucial Pro40 promotion decider by 
four wickets. 

The defeat ensured Essex finished the sea¬ 
son as champions of Division Two while the 
Spitfires missed out on promotion, finishing 
fourth, and caps off a frustrating one-day 
season in which they lost in both the final of 
the FPT and Twenty20. 

The Spitfires scored a competitive 246-5 
thanks to a superb one-day innings from 




skipper Rob Key. The Kent captain carried 
his bat for an excellent unbeaten 120 which 
came from 117 balls and included 15 fours 
and one towering six.

Overseas all-rounder Yasir Arafat struck 
with the first ball of the Essex innings, 
bowling Eagles’ captain Mark Pettini with 
a beauty that shaped away and pegged back 
his off stump. 

From there on there was little for Spitfires’ 
fans to cheer as Jason Gallian (51) And Ravi 
Bopapa (59) shared a stand of 113 to put 


their side back in charge. However, Darren 
Stevens, not for the first time this season, 
broke the partnership by taking both wickets. 

It brought Flower to the crease and the 
Zimbabwean veteran played the perfect 
innings to see his side over the line. Kent’s 
bowlers, who were below par, found him diffi¬ 
cult to bowl too and he eventually steered his 
side over the line with an over to spare. 

Key said after the game: “It’s a shame 
because I felt that was a decent score, but we 
probably weren’t at our best. 

“It’s been the bridesmaid season but I don’t 
think we should accept that. We have been in 
effectively three finals. 

“It’s things like that [losing in finals] that 
you need to get off your back. You need to start 
winning stuff so next time you come around 
to it you’re not thinking about it.”

DESPITE a late goal from Paul 
Vines, Maidstone United booked 
their place in the second qualifying 
round of the FA Cup with a narrow 
victory at Bourne Park. 

Maidstone were solid and on top in the first 
half, as Tooting & Mitcham were unable to deal 
with their brand of fast flowing football. 

The first effort on target came on four min¬ 
utes.
